Over the past month, however, 
Webb said another EMT I was 
added when the city hired Gary L. 
Weiss; Belle Glade EMT I Warren 
Street graduated from-the para- 
medic school last week 
Thomas L. Redish, a paramedic 
from Clewiston was hired last 
week. 

Webb said the 450 hours train- 
ing was mostly accomplished by 
all the city's paramedics at the 
South Tech Center in Boca Raton, 
with further training added at 
various hospitals around the 
county. 


The training for'an. EMT I 
amounts to 100 hours and Webb 
said that training is available at 
Glades General Hospital. He said 
the city now employ-s two full- 
time EMT Is and two volunteers 
in the same capacity. 


"One of the things we want to 
do," he said, "is to get standing 
orders on what medicine, mostly 
injections, the paramedics can and 
can't administer." He said one 
problem at the present time is 
that there is-often no doctor avail- 
able at the local hospital at night 
or ой weekends, a situation which 
would prevent the type of care, 
with the use of radio communica- 
tions, as enjoyed in more urban 
areas. 


He said, however, the depart 
ment is already working for both a 
telemetry system and a defibrill 
ator. Webb said donations are be- 
ing raised in ‘an effort to get both 
pieces of equipment without cost 
to the city and said one of his 
goals is to work out a communica 


. tions system with the hospital, al 


though that is still somewhere in 
the future. 


The city commission decided 
last summer to budget sufficient 
funds for the Fire Department to 
allow for a team of two EMTs to

“If we don't spend the county 
money this year,” said, “we'll 
lose it and one man in Tallahassee 
told us any time we could get the 
county to donate that much money 
for the Glades, the state ought to 
take advan! of it.” 

Should the legislature decide to 
fund the auditorium, the state 
would match the local donations to 
give a total of nearly $1 million for 
the project. 

The state grant would come 
from a fund set aside to provide

Де all rely оп the fire department to meet our needs in 
imes of emergencies. However, sometimes those firemen 
could be tremendously helped through small advance 
measures. 

For example, the Pahokee Fire Department was called to a 
fire Sunday, Christmas Day, at an 1 room apartment 
building. Firemen were told there were three young boys їп 
the building, presumably in apartment number nine, which 
was also where the origin of the fire was reported to be. 

Fine, except when they.arrived on the upstairs floor where 
the apartments are located, they found none of the rooms 
were numbered. Then what? They had to open every door 
and inspect each room since any one of them could have been 
room number nine. 

All but two of the volunteer firemen, plus the fire chief and 
assistant chief, responded to the fire call. The two volunteers 
who did not show up were out of town. Such response is 
commendable. 

The firemen who rushed to the scene found themselves 
somewhat hampered, causing a delay in carrying out their 
duties. йй matters of life and death where time is extremely 
crucial, and all fires may be classified as such, any delay 
could be hazardous. 

It wouldn't take much in the way of money or time, and 
would probably pay off in the long run, to paint numbers on 
apartment doors. Such a measure could save the life of an 
occupant as well as a firefighter. This is not the first time 
firemen have run into this problem. 

What if none of the houses or streets in town were 
numbered? Obviously it would take longer to locate, 
emergency or not. 3 " 

What is needed іп a certain situation is often overlooked 
because the situation has not yet been dealt, with. However, 
for safety sake, advance measures that would save time in an 
emergency and aid those responding to a call for help, could 
be invaldable апа public servants would. sure appreciate it.

paper's policy woujd change, allowing the printing of rape 
victims’ names, ages and addresses. He says he's doing this 
in the name of justice. ‘‘Both victims and accused should be 
identified. Anything less results in uneven coverage,” he said 
in {һе editorial. 

He mentioned uneven coverage. This is one case, we feel, 
where, if he wants to call it that, ‘‘uneven coverage” is 
preferential to victim identification, unless the victim has a 
sayso in such publication. 

Obermayer agrees with claims that it is cruel and harsh to 
impose additional pains on innocent crime victims. Yet he 
goes on to say, "But justice is cruel' ard harsh» A man 
convicted of rape can go to jail for life.’’ 

So what is his rationale? Protection for the rapist? Getting 
back at Arlington Commonwealth Attorney William S. 
Brurroughs, Jr. who disagreed with him on an earlier rape 
case and opposes the policy? Or perhaps he wants to practice 
What.is not forbidden by law since he commented that 
granting anonymity to rape victims is not required by statute. 

The publisher has said he may go even further and publish 
names of women who file rape complaints even though no 
arrest has been made. Doesn't he have any tact? The latter 
practice could even become a deterrent in the attempt to 
convince victims they should report rapes. For if they do not 
want their пате printed in the newspaper, more than likely 
they just^won't bother to report the crime. Thus, a nice; 
congenial rapist will go free instead of having to serve a 
“cruel and harsh" sentence, which a convicted rapist 
deserves.

tive Services Committee recently put that recommendation 
into practice. Sen. James Glisson (R-Taveres) popped in on 
four nursing homes in West Palm Beach and one in Lake 
Worth last week. He rated all but one satisfactory. However, 
he did note several problems, some relating to the too high 
price of services rendered, such as laundry and medicine. 

The elderly and ill who are admitted to nursing homes 
deserve adequate attention, attention that is paid for but is 
often never adequately received. Of course all nursing homes 
do not fit that description. Some, however, it cannot be 
overlooked, are on the other side of the fence. 

It is the nursing home Ombudsmen who investigate 
complaints and thus initiate corrective measures. Another 
recommendation is to increase the size of the staff. Though 
Sen. Glisson may feel the committee may not be doing its job 
and perhaps déserves replacement of its members, their 
recommendations still deserve attention. 

If a new, livelier staff would be instrumental in expediting 
corrective measures, that may be a better route to take. 
However, in this case, when we are talking about quality and 
quantity, we should shoot for both.

Many people find that after a 


while their plants begin to get 


very pue in color or show a num- 
ber of deficiencies. The gardenia is 
an acid-loving plant and if you 
have an alkaline soil or put the 
plant too close to the house you 
will, after a period of time, start 
developing nutritional problems, 
particularly with iron deficiency. 

It pays, when you plant your 
gardenia, to put in a lot of com- 
post or manures and some 
quality top soil This will help 
keep the pH of your soil around 
the plant on the acid side and re- 
duce the possibility of nutritional 
deficiencies. 

On potted plants, these too 
should have good quality soil TS 
a lot.of.peat moss. You will бп 


' with“ potted gardenias you will” 


have more problems due to the 
“rapid leaching of nutrients from 
the container. 

Gardenias should be watered 
once a week and in containers 
they may have to be watered 
more than this depending on pot 
size. Be sure that you do not 
ovétwater since root damage 
may occur and your plant can de- 
velop various types of root rots. 

Most nurseries sell gardeni 
that have been grafted on a root- 
stock which is resistant to nema- 
todes and other types of problems. 
It pays to get one of these since, if 
you buy one on its own roots, it 
"will die after a few years. 

Gardenias ultimately wijl reach 
about 20 feet in height and nor- 
mally require pruning several 
times a year to keep them well 
shaped and compact. Do not do 
any heavy pruning after Novem- 
ber or you may be reducing the 
amount of blooms you will get the 
following spring. 

Gardenias should be fertilized 
every two or three months with a 
complete fertilizer containing as 
high a level of the trace elements 
as possible when grown in the 
ground. In containers gardenias 
may be fertilized every six to 
eight weeks, depending on the 
size of the plant. 

There aré a few pests which al- 
tack-gardenias and {һе most com- 
mon would be aphids, whiteflies 
and scale. These can show up at 
any time of the.year, but are most 
commonly found on suceulent new 
growth. When you have such in- 
sects appearing, there are a num- 
ber of sprays available from your 
garden stores which give effective 
control. 

Thrips also are a problem be- 


.cause these tiny insects get into 


the buds and.cause them to abort, 
or, if they do not abort, many 
times the buds will be malformed 


_ when they open. 


There are a few diseases that 
attack gardenias, particularly 
during periods of humid, wet 
weather, -and these may -cause 
some foliage drop or dieback. 
Sprays of copper fungicide, Di- 
thane or Maneb will aid in control 
of these problems,

WASHINGTON- Florida. busi- 
nessmén are reminded that chang- 
es in the minimum wage and Social 
Security laws affecting payrolls go 
into effect Jan. 1, U.S. Rep. L.A. 
"Skip" Bafalis, R-Fla., said today. 

The minimum wage increases 
from $2.30 to $2.65 an hour while 
Social Security taxes for -both 
employer and employee increase 
from 5.85 per cent to 6.05 per cent, 
Bafalis said. 

In addition, the taxable wage 
base for Social Security purposes 
also goes up Jan. 1, from $16,500 to 
$17,700. 

Both Social Security categories 
will go up every year for the next 
several years, the Florida Con- 
gressman noted. By 1990, the tax 
rate will be 7.65 per cent, while the 
taxable wage base will reach 
$42,600 by 1987. 

The increase in the minimum 
wage was not the only change in 
the, law covering wages and 
working hours, Bafalis said. In 
addition to raising the minimum 
wage, the Congress removed from 
wage and overtime coverage an 
estimated 800,000 workers in small 
retail and service stores, repealed 
the overtime exemptions for the

First, to utilize a wasted re- 
source, then to remove excess nu- 
trients from the system, and last 
but most important to improve 
sport fishing now’ and for future 
generations. i 

To realize these goals, minimal 
harvest rates had to be established 
for ёасһ species to be taken. Some 
of these were exceeded while 
others fell short. As of Sept, 30, a 
total of 8.2 million pounds of fish 
were removed by commercial fish- 
ermen. 

"We're very pleased that the 
minimal rate was exceeded for 
some species," said Dennis Ham- 
mon, a biologist working on the 
project. "This is the only way to 
determine what the maximum 
harvest rate is." 

"In the first year, we have seen 
these goals are possible and to 
varying degrees being realized," 
Hammon said. 

Fish in the middle of the 730 
square mile lake never see a plas- 
tic worm or spinner bait. They 
simply grow old, die, and seturn 
their stored nutrients to the lake. 
Harvesting this wasted resource 
with commercial fishermen re- 
moved these nutrients, phosphor- 
us and nitrogen, and slows down 
the aging progress of the lake.
